C. Marquess, 
one of the largest hog raisers in the 
district, Jost 308 animals of all 
sizes when the hogs in his pens be- 
came infected with the disease. The 
animals were destroyed by Dr. B, B. 
Barlow and Dr, McDougall, veterin- 
ary surgeons, on Wednesday and 
Thursday when the sick hogs were 
found to have every symptom of 
cholera. _ 

Dr. Barlow states that he is sure 
the disease is cholera, and believes 
the cholera germ wag brought into 
the district by Chester White hogs 
imported from the United States. 


Mr. Marquess purchased three “of 
these animals’ from the Central 
United States Swine Co., Incorpor- 
ated. 


Parts of Gem Ovtouy- are quaran- 
tined, and no hogs are permitted ‘to 
leave the quarantined areas. : 

Hog shipments to Calgary or else- 
where may be made under permit, 
or the owner ships at his own risk, 

Farmers who lose hogs through 
cholera do not suffer a total loss, 
as the government allows some com- 
pensation. F r 

Dr. Barlow states that hog cholera 
is not contracted by other animals, 
nor by human beings.

Privy Council Ruling 
Important To Dominions 


Judgment Rendered In Regard To 
_ Writ Of Habeas Corpus 
London.—-A judgment of grave 
constitutional importance to His 
Majesty's subjects in Britain and the 
overseas Dominions has been ' 
ed by the judicial of 
Privy C il on an appeal from: Ni- 


geria. 

In effect, Their Lordships decided 
that although by the Judicature Act, 
various courts have been combined 
into one high court, each judge of 
that court still’ has’ jurisdicition to 
entertain an application for writ ot 
habeas corpus either in term time or 
vacation, and he is bound to hear and 
determine such application on its 
merits, notwithstanding any previous 
judicial findings. 

This principle must apply to the 
Supreme Court of Nigeria, they said 
in allowing the appeal of Eshugbayi 
Eleko, native chief, from a decision 
of the Nigerian Supreme Court which 
had found that Mr. Justice Tew, of 
Nigeria, had no jurisdiction to enter- 
tain Eshugbayi’s motion.for a writ 
of habeas carpus. ‘

Put Trout In Mountain Lake 


Experiment In Fish Culture Is Done) 
Successfully In Jasper Park 
After a journey of at least two) 
thousand miles the largest group of | 
United States immigrants that ever | 
settled in Canada has established its 
home in Jasper National Park. 
During the week-end 200,000 
‘Brook trout fingerlings, all the way 
from reco, Pennsylvania, were, 
placed in the water of Maligne Lake. 
They came to Canada last winter as 
eggs and for months they have been 
carefully nursed in a hatchery bitatyad, 
cially constructed for them. Her- | 
bert Davis, one of the park wardens, 
whose charge they were, watched | 
them grow from eggs to fish, kept 
the coll water running at the proper 
temperature, and when they were big 
enough to eat fed them chopped liv- 
er. They were brought from Penn- 
sylvania to Jasper by Canadian Na- 
tional Express, and were transferred 
to Maligne Lake by pack horse, wag- 
on and automobile. There was no 
difficulty, in these last 85 miles to 
keep the tins in which they floated 
constantly moving, and they made 
the journey without mishap. The 
water of the lake was tested before 
they were lowered into it, and they 
showed themselves acclimatized im- 
mediately. Oliver Bright of the Do- 
minion Hatchery at Fort Qu’Appelle, 
superintended operations and War- 
den Davis kept wajch over his pets 
until he saw them safe in their new 
home. The stocking of Maligne Lake 
with trout is one of the experiments
